The 60-memher Gentral Michiaan University Sy y 
Orchestra will perform in Grayling on Saturday, November 8, at 8:00 
p.m., in the Joseph Stripe Auditorium. This concert is the second 
of the six programs which comprise the Crawford-AuSable 
Community Schools’ Artist Course Series. The CMU Symphony is 
making a reiurn appearance in Grayling this year, having opened 
the Artist Course Series last year. 

This year's program will begin with “Evening Prayer’ from 
“Hansel and Gretel”, by Engelbert Humperdink. The first part of the 
program will then close with Vittorio Giannini’s “Symphony No. 2”. 

During the entire second half of the show, the Symphony will 
present “Four Symphonic Sketches" by George Chadwick. 
consisting of “Jubilee,” “Noel.” “Hobgoblin,” 
Ballad." These sketches embody the synthesis of so-called 
“Boston Classicism” and out-and-out “Americanism.” 

The Symphony orchestra, which is comprised of 90% 
university music-majors and 10% non-majors, is one of two 
orchestras at CMU.

Feldhausers

some 100 people, gathered at 
the farm home of Sess and Dora 
Feidhauser in Maple Forest, for 
the.annual Cider Making party. 
The cider: press used, was 
purchased in 1897, by Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Feldhauser, at the 
original “Feldhauser 240 acre 
homestead, 91% miles east of 
Grayling, on the North Down § 
River Rd. Henry was a gardener 
in the old country, Oberlaurin- 
gen, Germany, and because he 
knew just how to plant, prune 
and care for his apple trees, he 
started his orchard within a few 
years after settling here in 1880. 
His first years crop was so 
small however, he had to cut the 


around his family of eight sons. 
Henry played an important part 
in the development of agri- 
culture in Crawford County, was 
Khown as a progressive farmer, 
‘and had one of the best farms in 
the county.” 

By 1897 he decided to. pur- 
chase a cider press, which he 
ordered from Sears Aoebuck 
and CGo., for twelve dollars. It 
operated manually both in 
Shredding the appies, and the 
press. With 9 sons at that time, 
there was no siortage of man- 
power,'and everyone. ‘enjoyed 
the cider.

In the past few years there have been several national polls 
taken by George Gallup aimed at finding out what citizens knew 
about their focal school systems and how they felt about them. 
Pubtished i in book form and entitled “Community, Attitudes Toward 
range of subjects including schoo! finance. construction, 
curticulum, innovation, discipline, etc. 

Among other things, Gallup discovered that ‘communities 
knew very little about their focal school Boards. For instance, less 
than hati the people interviewed could name a single Board 
member, less than a third knew when and where the school boards 
met, and almost none knew that school board members received 
little or no compensation for serving on the boards. 

In a speech before the National Association of Schoo! Boards 

Convention last Anzii, Mr. Gallup portrayed the typical American 
school board member as a parent who had little or no political 
aspirations but a strong personal committment to improve their 
community and school system.
